The Texas Senatorship. 

Judge David B. Culberson is a candidate for 
the senate from Texas to fill the seat now oc- 
cupied by Senator Chilton. 

It will be a three-cornered scramble between 
Chilton, Culberson and Mills. Judge Culber- 
son’s announcement today that he was a candi- 
date for the senate created a great surprise. 
Only last Saturday he notified President Har- 
rison that he would accept the appointment as 
interstate commerce commissioner. While 
the appointment had been’ made out and of- 
ficially signed still it had not reached the 
senate, and this morning Judge Culberson sent 
&@ message to the president that he bad recon- 
sidered his action of last Saturday and must 
decline the appointment. 

Why Culberson Reconsidered. 

_ When the president received the notifica- 
tion his clerk was just about to start for the 
senate with the Texan’s nomination. It was 
taken out of the batch. Judge Culberson’s 
action was due to news he received yesterday 
from his friends in Texas. They informed 
him that he would make a great mistake to 
accept the commissionership, and that if he 
would only say the word he could be elected 
senator overeither of the other candidates. 

He will go to Texas in a few gs to begin an 
“active canvass, unless the i 
agree to remain here and make the fight 
through their friends at home. 

Judge Culberson is very popularin Wash- 
ington. He was endorsed without his seeking 
by every member of the last house, democrats 
and republicans alike, for a circuit judgeship, 
and it was on account of this endorsement the 
president tendered him the commissionership. 
He is likewise very strong and popular at 
home. So are Senator Chilton and Mr. Mills. 
The latter’s friends say he has absolute as- 
surances of election. Senator Chilton believes 
he will win, and Judge Culberson says he 
would not haveannounced had he not believed 
he would certainly be elected. 

The contest will be such a one asthe Lone 
Star State has never known. The three can- 
didates are perhaps the three ablest men in 
the state. No Texas man here will undertake 
to predict who will win. Judge Culberson’s 
final declination of the interstate commission- 
ership again opens the contest for that office, 
and ex-Congressmen Clements and Colonel 
Tom Glenn may beconsidered in it again. 
Judge Culberson has endorsed Mr. Clements. 
It is believed this place will be tendered either 
to a Georgian or a South Carolinian. 

Gave Great Satisfaction. 

Speaker Crisp’s appointment of Mr, Mce- 
Millin, of Tennessee, and General Catchings, 
of Mississippi, as the two democrats on the 
committee of rules was received with great 
Satisfaction by the members today. The 
speaker himself is chairman of the committee. 
Reed, of Maine, and Burrows, of Michigan, 
are the republican members. The appoint- 


ment of McMillin and Catchings is of no sig- 


nificance in regard to the make-up 
of other committees. Neither of them 
Will be either chairman of the ways and means 
or apprupriation committees. They were 
Belected as two of the best posted men on par- 
liamentary proceedings. Mr. McMillin being 
named next to the speaker on the committee 
means that he is to be the leader of the party 
on the floor in the great contests that are ex- 
eo to be precipitated during this congress. 

é is recognized as perhaps the best equipped 
democrat on the floor for rough and tumble 
fighting.

That Land Loan Scheme. 

Senator Kyle, of South Dakota, the demo, 
cratic alliance senator, says he is going to de- 
mand action upon Senator Stanford’s land 
loan bill by this congress. 

“T understand,’’ said he, ‘‘that during the 
summer Senator Stanford has consulted with 
some of the thoroughly representative agricul- 
turists, and that certain changes have been 
made in the hill. This revised version the 
senator will introduce as soon as he gets here, 
and the measure will be actively championed 
by the members of the e’s party 
in both houses. This land loam bill would 
be a very benéficial law from a- financial 
standpoint, not only because it would furnish 
more money, but; better yet, because it would 
furnish an elastii currency. The plan pro- 
vides for the issuing of land certificates by the 
government. When there is need of money it 
will be forthcoming, and when the demand is 
light the great bulk of the cuprency would rer 
vert to the treasury. There is a perfect 
scheme of natural expansion and contraction. 
Flexible currency is the desideratum of this 
time.”’ 

Senator Stanford has not returned to Wash- 
ington, but will be here after the holidays. 

He seeins to have an idea that his land loan 
bili an@his very large barrel of coin will séme 
day land him in the white house, Senator 
Kyle stands ready to assist him. 
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come arepublic. He has introduced a resolu- 
tion in the senate to that effect. He wants the 
president to open negotiations with Spain tor 
the purpose of inducing that government to 
consent tothe establishment of a free and in- 
dependent government in the island of Cuba. 
He proposes that the new republic shall then 
pay to Spain the value of public property on 
the island and a sum in compensation for the 
relinquishment of her sovereign rights. 

Senator Call does not expect annexation at 
any time in the near future, but in 
his resolution he is carrying out the 
wishes of his very large Cuban 
stituency throughout southern’ Florida. 
These Cubans, Senator Call says, are anxious 
to hasten the day when the yoke of Spain 
will be cast from the neck of their former island 
home. He believes the scheme can be accom- 
plished in a peaceful and proper manner. 

The people of Cuba, thatis the Cubans of 
the island, will receive Senator Call’s proposi- 
tion with delight, but the Spaniards of the 
island who are favored by the government in 
every way wilicry out as they have always 
done against any such action. While this 
resolution might have .no perceptible effect 
upon Spain now, Senator Call believes Cuban 
independence is certain to be in the near fut- 
ure.

He is elected) 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
John Hall. The all-important question to th® 
Knoxville public just now is that of the res 
ported consolidation of the chief offices of the 
East Tennessee with those of the Cincinnath 
Southern at Cincinnati. 

It has generally been believed here thag 
there would be no consolidation, but on Mon- 
day J. E. Wilcox. the purchasing agent of the 
East ‘Tennessé6, tendered his resignation, to 
take effect.the first of the year. This led the 
public here to believe that the consolidation 
was.a goand that the heads of the departr 
ments would be removed to Cincinnati and 
consolidated’ with those of the Queen and 
Crescent. 

In raflroad circles this belief was strength- 
ened today when it was known that th® 
resignation had been accepted. Wilcox is an 
excellent man*and as purchasing agent has 
the reputation of being one of the best in the 
United States. He has been connected with 
railroads‘for twenty-five years and did long 
service with the Louisville and Nashville. 

It has been rumored today, and. probably 
correctly, that he has been offered the pur- 


York line, but it is said that he will devote 
his attention to his private business. Rumor 
had it that the present purchasing agent of 
the Cincinnati Southern would be appointed 
agent for the consolidated office. Today, 
however, gossip in railroad circles says that 
George Stephens, the agent of the Ohio and 
Mississippi at Cincinnati, has been selected 
by President Felton as the agent for the con- 
solidated office, but now another phase arises 
when the stockholders here today are quoted, 
They claim that they know nothing whatever 
of the reported consolidation of the offices at 
Cincinnati. 

Director Sanford said he knew nothing ex- 
cept what he had seen in regard to Wilcox. 
The consolidation he believed to be true but 
he knew nothing in regard to any other con- 
solidation. A gentlemanin touch with the 
railroad affairs says there will be no cons»lida- 
tion. This is positive, and the gentleman just 
above quoted says that if there ever was any- 
thing in the reported consolidation it would 
stop now, as the Thomas crowd do not favor it. 
This, however, is merely an opinion. 

The Feeling on Wall Street. 

New York, December 16.—[{Special.]— 
There were no new developments inthe Ter- 
minal situation, and the impromptu stock- 
holders’ meeting held yesterday at the Central 
Trust Company’s offices, had no appreciable 
effect on today’s market value for Terminal 
stocks and bonds. In fact, those securities were 
somewhat lower today than yesterday. 

Today’s decline was a decided disappoint- 
ment to the room traders, who expected the 


hurrah inthe market by way of celebrating 
their apparent victory. Wall street is already 
settling down to sober thought over the whole 
matter and the first flash light of hope, which 
illumined the situation, is somewhat subdued. 
Men are turning over in their minds today the 
fact that although there has been much talk 
about relief for the Terminal and the 
subordinate companies, being a matter of 
comparatively easy accomplishment, nothing 
definite is yet assured or even outlined. 

Mr. Olcott has not announced yet who he 
will select as his associates to compose the 
stockholders’ committee. 

The Norton committee (minus Mr. Olcott), 
which was summarily repudiated by yester- 
day’s meeting, will publish tomorrow a circu- 
lar letter to the Terminal stockholders, in 
which they declare that owing to the pro- 
nounced opposition to them by a majority of 
the Terminal directors, as was evidenced by 
the action of the Terminal board at yesterday’s 
meeting, they feel themselves impotent to 
proceed with the work for which they were 
appointed by a vote of a majority of the Ter- 
minal stockholders. The letter states that all 
efforts to formulate a plan for the permanent 
adjustment of the Terminal’s affairs have 
been forestalleéd and rendered nugatory by the 
pronounced opposition of a majority of the 
board, refusing, as they did at their meeting 
yesterday, to furnish means and otherwise fa- 
cilitate the committee in accomplishing pur- 
poses for which the committee was appointed, 
and furthermore in refusing their request to 
defer the annual election of president and di- 
rectors of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad until the committee had sub- 
mittedits report and recommendations to the 
Terminal stockholders. 

After proceeding at length in plain and vigor- 
ous language, tle letter closes by directing “the 
atiention of the Terminal stockholders to the 
power they possess to require a new election of 
directors.” 

What will beevolved out of the present 
complicated situation remains to be seen.

Very 
soon the fire company and a large crowd of ex- 
cited people gathered near the scene of the 
conflagration. The fire had originated from 
the inside and but little could be done to save 
the building. 

Then the force of water was so weak that it

Jack Overstreet was 
found many feet from where he siept with 
barre! hoops encircling his body from head to 
foot. 

Itis thouglit that some person, a tramp 
maybe, entered the building to hunt a place 
to sleep, and that the faithful night watchman 
attempted to put him out, when a fight en- 
sued, and that the shots heard by the police- 
men sounded the death notice of Overstreet, 
and the wretches then, in ali probability, 
threw the body in a barrel and set fire to it, 
burning it from around him. From this the 
stable caught on fire. Overstreet was forty 
years old and had a family. 

He 
went to the stable and thought he would go to 
bed, but on finding that there was no fire he 
decided to leave, and is today the living mon- 
ument of luck or providence.

Mr. John S. Herndon says he sold the first 
two crops of cotton he ever made at 4 cents 
per pound. That was in 1845-6. Calico then 
sold in Elberton at 35 cents per yard, and 
other dry goods in proportion. The people in 
those days, however, raised their own meats 
and breadstuffs, wore home-made jeans and 
homespun cloth, and tanned theirown leather. 
Cotton was altogether a surplus crop. And 
there was happiness and contentment such as 
has not existed in this country since.

THE WORLD'S FAIR COMMITTEE 


Appointed by the Georgia Editors’ Con- 
vention—Only Five Present at the 
Morning Session, 


Macon, Ga., December 16.—[Special.]—To- 
day at high noon at the Hote) Lanier was the 
time and place appointed forthe meeting of 
the world’s fair committee elected at the edi- 
tors’ convention recently held in Macon. The 
committee is composed of eleven members, 
one from each of the eleven congressional dis- 
tricts of the state. Seven constitutes a quo- 
rum. When the hour for the meeting arrived 
there were anly five of the committee present, 
and one of them was represented by proxy. 

Governor Northen wasin attendance to or- 
ganize the committee. He came bright and 
early. Mr. Charies D. Barker, corresponding 
secrotary of the Georgia Weekly Press Associ- 
ation, was also present. 

The committeemen present were W. W. 
Ashburn, of Eastman; Dan G. Hughes, of 
Macon; John B. Gorman, of Talbotton; Pat 
Walsh, of Augusta, and John Triplett, of 
Thomasville, by his proxy, A. A. Allen, of 
Macon. The committeemen present met and 
after some informal discussion a temporary 
organization was perfected 
selection of Governor W. J. 
as chairman, and W. W. Collins, of Macon, 
secretary. An adjournment was had until 
after dinner, when it was expected that other 

roxies would be received for the absent mem- 

ers and permanent organization be effected. 

Hon. Pat Walsh announced that he would 
be unable to attend the afternoon session, as 
he was forced to return to Augusta to be pres- 
ent at the funeral of Dr. Campbell. He said 
he did not intend to present just now Augusta’s 
offer of services to collect the exhibit and first 
display it at the Augusta exposition, but his 
idea was to first enthuse the people of the en- 
tire state on the subject of having a Georgia 
exhibit at the world’s fair, and when 
the display was assured, then it would be 
time to say where the exhibit should be col- 
lected and displayed before transportation to 
Chicago, whether at Atlanta, Augusta, Macon 
or some other city in the state. Itis his sug- 
gestion to collect the very best of the exhibits 
that may be shown at the expositions to be 
held next year in Macon, Augusta and At- 
Janta, and let these form a part of the state ex- 
hibdit at the world’s fair. 

he Afternoon Session. 


At this afternoon’s meeting there was just a 
quorum present. George D. Barker repre- 
sented Evan P. Howell and W. W. Collins 
represented W. H. Felton, of Marshallville. 
Governor Northen was elected permanent 
chairman and W. W. Collins, secretary. 
Messrs. Barker, Triplett and Hughes were ap- 
pointed a committee. to fill vacancies. Each 
district committeeman with the mayor is to 
suggest one director from each town of 3,000 
people and the ordinary is to sug- 
gest one director from each county. 
There is to be an advisory board, composed of 
Governor Northen and Committeemen Horne 
and Hughes, of Macon; Barker, of Atlanta, 
and Walsh, of Augusta. The one-hundred- 
thousand-dollar fund is to be raised by a per 
capita assessment of 10 cents. The secretary 
will make out each county’s proportion, based 
on the census. Each newspaper is requested 
to act as a representative to help raise the 
fund in its respective town or county and 
make publications about the project. Gov- 
ernor Northen, as chairman, will issue an ad- 
dress to the people at large bearing on the 
subject.

corps of the most. accomplished lady 
teachers in Georgia, Mrs. E. K. Head, Miss 
Annie Robertson, Miss Maggie Bell and Lela 
Jones, Blakely boasts of her school as unex- 
celled by any in the state. It now numbers 
200 pupils, and when the new college building 
is erected, which we hope to see completed in 
the near future, this number will be largely 
increased.

He could not vatch her, so he threw a 
beer bottle at her, and with curses told her to 
leave from the telegraph office. She went to 
the Central hotel, when she told what had 
happened. 

The matter was at once taken in charge by 
some citizens, and everything kept quiet until 
almost 11 o’clock last night, when they went 
to his room toget him. He had his doors 
locked and refused to let any onein. The 
door was then broken down. He was found in 
bed; was covered with revolvers and told not 
to move or make any noise. He was then 
taken by force, gagged, placed in a close car- 
riage and carried about half a mile behind 
the cemetery, and thete the just lashes were 
applied. 

He begged for his life, offered his diamonds 
and $500 to the crowd not to kill him. 

After the whipping he was placed in a car- 
riage and taken back to town and there ad- 
vised that, if ever his conduct was such that 
this treatment had to be repeated, the 
punishment would be tar and feathers.

An Interesting Service Last Night at the 
Church of Our Father.

An Unpleasant Surprise. 

Now that Russell Sage’s bomb-thrower has 
been positively identified as Henry L. Nor- 
cross, a Boston broker, people will perhaps 
find it necessary to revise their theories 
concerning anarchists and dynamite friends. 

Norcross was no unfriendly alien, no low 
foreigner, no lunatic. He was a sedate bus- 
iness man, well educated and of good social 


standing. His reckless crime grew out of 


his desire to suddenly enrich himself. He 
looked around and saw millionaires who 
were said to have accumulated their fortunes 
by dishonest methods. They had not re- 
sorted to actual violence, but indirectly their 
greed had caused suffering, and possibly 
starvation. 

These reflections disturbed the mind of 
the Boston broker, and he began to argue 
the case. Why not force one of these pluto- 
crats to disgorge a million orso? Why not 
kill him? There would be no harm done, 
as the world would be better off. So Nor- 
cross reasoned. He brooded over the matter 
until his mind was made up, and the world 
knows the result. 

Some will call this insanity, but the ex- 
perts say that the bomb-thrower was not a 
lunatic. If this view is correct it starts a 
very unpleasant train of thought. What are 
we coming to, anyhow ? The timid capitalist 
hereafter will have to be on his guard, not 
only against shabby, suspicious-looking fel- 
lows, but he must also watch his respectable 
friends who rub against himin his financial 
schemes. He cannot tell when the notion 
will seize his neighbor to run-a-muck, or 
take a walk with a grip sack full of dyna- 
mite. . 

Seriously, however, this affair simply 
warns us that no class isexempt from crime. 
The rich and educated classes will find un- 
scrupulous foes in their own ranks. When 
aman hasthe craze for sudden wealth, it 
will take very little to start him downward- 
on the pathway of crime. Human nature is 
about the same, whether itis in a broker’s 
office or ina garret. When a man throws 
off all moral restraint he is capable of any- 
thing that is wicked and horrible. Social 
position and education count for nothing 
whena man is bound to have money, re- 
gardless of right and reckless of the risk he 
must run. Thestory of Norcross, the broker 
and bomb-thrower, proves this.

Three-quarters of a million of Atlanta’s 
44 per cent bonds were sold in New York 
yesterday, by Mayor Hemphill and Hon. 
F. P. Rice, in a few seconds. 

And the sale was quickly followed by 
a demand for more. 

But the smiling, happy officials proudly 
announced that they had no more 
to sell because Atlanta’s treasury 
was then nearly overflowing with coin and 
currency. 

The bonds disposed of by Mayor Hemp- 
hill and Mr. Rice are $500,000 of water- 
works bonds and nearly three hundred 


-thousand dollars of redemption bonds. 


And they brought from 2 to 5 cents 
more on the doliar than any bonds of the 
same nature sold in New York recently. 

That of itself speaks volumes for At- 
lanta’s credit. 

Immediately after the half million dollars of 
waterworks bonds had been authorized by the 
recent election, Mayor Hemphill and Mr. 
Frank P. Rice, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the general council, were instructed 
to convert the bonds into money. 

A reference to the schedule of Atlanta’s 
bonded debt showed than one issue of $149,000 
of 8 per cent bonds and something over 
one hundred thousand dollars of Atlanta’s 
6 per cent bonds fall due the first of next 
month, and the two officials were instructed 
to dispose of an equal amount of bonds bear- 
ing 44 per cent and with the proceeds secure 
and destroy the 6 and 8 per cents. 

Saturday last Mayor Hemphill and Mr. Rice 
left for New York. Tuesday morning they 
made known their mission among theNew York 
capitalists, and at ‘once the bonds were im de- 
mand. 

The Atlantians were informed that all 
bonds were selling on a 5 per cent basis, 
and that a less per cent was not being sought 
very eagerly. They then showed the capi- 
talists that the act of the legislature 
authorized only 44 per cent interest 
and convinced them that Atlanta bonds bear- 
ing 4 per cent only had been sold at par. 

The market quotations showed that 44 per 
cent bonds were bringing from 90 to 92} cents 
for the dollar, Several offers for Atlanta 
bonds were made within those points. 

But Mayor Hemphill and Mr. Rice refused 
them flatly. 

Then a bidding for the bonds began, the 
competitors going up point by point. Finally 
an offer of 95 flat was made and the bonds 
were sold, 

That is considered an excellent sale by At- 
lanta’s leading financiers who were questioned 
about it yesterday.

The general appearance of the interior of 
the building has been wonderfully changed 
within the past few weeks. Every foot of 
space in the place has been scrubbed and 
cleansed, and the floors, which were filthy a 
short time ago, are now iminaculate in their 
whiteness. it required some fifty pounds of 
soap and many cans of concentrated lye to ef- 
fect this transformation. The kitchen is scru- 
pulously neat, and the women’s apartments 
are as clean as hotel rooms. All this 
work of renovation was done by order of Sner- 
iff Morrow and under his immediate supervis- 
ion. He has always insisted upon cleanliness 
and has kept the jail affairs in perfect order. 
This general and thorough cleansing of the 
premises has been in progress -for several 
weeks. The place is now in a better condition 
than it has been in the past decade, thanks to 
Sheriff Morrow’s strict enforcement of sanitary 
rules. 

-.vout seventy-five United States prisoners-— 
mostly moonshiners—are now in the govern- 
ment barracks connected with the jail. Only 
three or four of these are negroes.

A Captured Flag Is. Returned to Its 
Owners by Its Captors. 


A PRETTY STORY OF A COMPANY FLAG. 


The Flag ofthe Cleveland Guards—Board 
ot Visitors’ Meeting Today 
at Milledgeville. 


Here’s a pretty story of a flag captured and 
kept for nearly a score and a half of years, and 
returned to the vanquished heroes from whom 
it was taken, 

And those who, so magnanimously returned 
it are heroes, too, for the act, as evidenced by 
their kind words and generoas deed, in hunt- 
ing up the war-time foes and clasping their 
handsin friendship, and restoring to them 


their flag, 

At the battle of Hanover courthouse, May 
27, 1862, the union forces led by General 
Fitzjohn Porter captured a company flag 
bearing the words “‘Cleveland Guards.’’ 

It was a pretty bit of silk, with beautifully 
inwrought figures, and lettering evidently 
traced by fair hands, 

It was kept by the captors, and finally car- 
ried to Boston, Mass., where it was placed in 
the city hall. It remains there yet. The 
brave boys who captured that flag knew there 
must be a sentiment about the flag, and that 
many times since the boys who fought, in- 
spired, under its softly rustling folds, had 
wondered where their pretty flag was. 

It was a generous impulse that caused Major 
James M. Tobin to write to Adjutant General 
Kell inquiring for the company which had car- 
ried such a flag, wishing to return it. ‘‘I do so,” 
he wrote, ‘‘in the hope only of cherishing the 
constantly growing good feeling between the 
sections.”’ ‘ 

Adjutant Kell knew nothing of the flag, or 
of such acompany,and the letter of Major Tobin 
was published in. THe ConsTITUTION. From 
this publication the Cleveland Guards were 
found. A letter was received by Adjutant 
Kell from a member of the company at Ashe- 
ville, N. C., yesterday. The company was 
formed in Cleveland county, North Carolina, 
and the surviving veterans are overjoyed at 
the idea of getting back their beloved flag 
again. . 
The flag will be returned to them at once. 

In the generous act of those who took the 
flag, in returning it, there is a sharp rebuke to 
such sectional creatures as Foraker, of Ohio, 
and Tuttle, Ww Iowa. 

The Grip at the Mines. 

The grip at the Dades mines is still on the 
increase, but the number of cases reported yes- 
terday was not so large as the day before. 
Many of those who first took the grip have re- 
covered and are back at their work again. 
The cases are very inild and only last a day or 
so.

The auditor’s court is being held for the 
purpose of making about one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars of assets cover $750,000 
of liabilities. 

Then there are mortgages on the assets to 
the amount of $175,000. It wouid appear 
from this that creditors representing about 
five hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars 
of the Empire Lumber Company's indebted- 
ness are decidediy not in it. 

There is one mortgage held by R. A. Ander- 
son, of this city, for something over $100,000. 
The attorneys for the other creditors ask that 
this mortgage be setaside. They claim that 
it is fraudulent. Mr. Anderson is a former 
director of the company. 

Mortgages to the amount of about thirty- 
five thousand dollars each are held by the

aside both of these mortgages a!so.

AN OLD MAN FROM WALTON COUNTY, 


A Bold Raid Into Rabun County Made 
This Week by Two United States 
Oficials—-Amost a Tragedy. 


Tiyity years of age, and decrepit in the ex- 
treme, he was found guilty of running an il- 
licit distillery yesterday. 

Too old, teo feeble to be sentenced, he was 
carried over night to Fulton county jail. 

The case is a pathetic one. 


Several years ago, Alexander T, Smith, a | 


resident of Walton county, began running a 
distillery. He was a law-abiding citizen, very 
prournent in his section, and with an excel- 
Jent reputation.

Snith became too feeble to run the distillery | 
any longer, and he had the place shut down | 


and left alone. 

Last spring, Smith was lying partly paralyzed. 
His woney had almost given out, and then he 
sold the entire outfittoa neighbor, advising 
him to operate it legally by having it regularly 
bonded. The old man received the money for 
the sale and stayed in doors, never thinking 
about the still. 

But it began running again, this time il- 
licitly. Whether or not Smith afterwards held 
a’ share in it, or whether be merely aided in its 
operation by allowing his barn to be used asa 
storehouse, isnot known. At any rate the still 
was come upon by revenue officers, whisky 
made in it was found stored in Smith’s house, 
and he was arrested on the charge of moon- 
shining. 

Yesterday the case was called against him in 
the district court. The old man, partly para- 
lyzed, showing his advanced age and broken- 
down health to the fullest, was almost carried 
into the courtroom. 

He was found guilty after a brief trial. The 
tears began coursing down his wrinkled face 
as he sat to one side away from the jury. It 
was the first time he had ever been adjudged 
a criminal; any one could see it was the last. 
For nearly eighty years he had kept away 
froin the dreaded jail; now he was to be taken 
there as his life was drawing to a close. 

The condition of the man excited the deepest 


' sympathy. Judge Newman did not sentence 


him. That was suspended until today and 
Smith taken to jail. 

This morning a physician will examine into 
the physical condition of the old man in order 
to determine whether he is able to undergo 
imprisonment in the county jail. If he can- 
not survive confinement there he will un- 
doubtedly go back home. 

Yes, indeed, the poor old violator of Uncle 
Sam’s laws is fast going home. 

A Big Baid. 

Captain A. J. Spence and Deputy Collector 
O. J. Reynolds returned to Atlanta yesterday 
from one of the most successful and exciting 
raids ever made in she north Georgia district. 

It was in Rabun county. 

At midnight Sunday the officers started 
out. They came upon the distiller 
looked for, and, to ward off the col 
mountain air, builta fire. Then two copper 
stills, of forty and fifty gallons capacity, re- 
spectively, were seized and destroyed, together 
with more than two thousand gallons of beer. 

The fire was seen by the proprietors, who 
took to their heels. They were followed across 
the mountain, but the men succeeded in get- 
ling away. : 

The ofticers discovered a man running in the 
direction of another looked-for still, and they 
followed him for several hundred yards. The™ 
nan got near a distillery, gave aloud, long 
signal, and soon some one in the place emerged 
with a large still on his back, and made across 
ihe mountain. The other man ran to the dis- 
tillery, and was attempting to carry away 
another still when Spence and _ Rey- 
nolds caught him. The man struggled, 
but was quickly overpowered and two pistols 
taken from him. 

He gave his name as Jesse Watts, but was 
released to appear fora preliminary hearing. 
Three thousand gallons of beer were found 
there and, with twenty-six stands, it was all 
destroyed.

It Will Reach the City from the Publishers 
_ Within Ten Days. 


The excellent new map of Atlanta, which 
has been prepared with great pains by Mr. H. 
G. Saunders, secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, is alwost finished. A telegrain 
received from Rand, McNally & Co., yester- 
day, stated that it will be here within the next 
ten days. 

A prospectus of this map was shown a 
ConstTiTUTION reporter yesterday, and it is 
in all respects a splendid affair. The pros- 
gentne is largely the pen work of Mr. Saun- 

ers, but it japks as sinooth in finish as if just 
from the presses. 

This map will be a work of art. It will be 
the only firsi-class map, in fact, that has been 
published of Atlanta.

FIFTEEN MILES OF STEEL -TRACK. 


A Heavy Fifty-Six-Pound Rail Will Be 
Used and Freight Cars 
Transported. 


The Atlanta and Chattahoochee electric 
railway is under contract for an elaborate 
electrical equipment, to be in operation by 
the 15th of February, and by that time 
it is expected that fifteen miles of track 
will be completed. , 

Nearly half this.track will be inside the 
city limits, and the new line promises to 
be one of the most important in Atlanta. 
A feature of the equipment is the Jaying 
of the track with fifty-six-pound steel rails 
calculated to stand heavy freight as well as 
passenger traffic. 

Itis estimated that the freight charges on 
the business of the Collins Brick Company 
alone will be $55 a day. The Jine will also 
reach the waterworks, and will have arrange- 
ments with the Georgia Pacific for transfer of 
cars near the Exposition mills. 

The electrical equipment is of the latest 
pattern, and embraces improved appliances 
not heretofore used in Atlanta. The con- 
tracting firm is the Short Electric Railway 
Company, of Cleveland, O. The projec- 
tore «6Cl ot) 6 6tthe «6h cre CUM. CCU. 
Simmons and Dr. Baker, who buiit 
the road, not with northern capital, but with 
their own resources and the assistance secured 
along the line. 

Mr. C. J. Simmons, of the Atlanta and 
Chattahoochee Railroad Company, has just 
returned from New York and Cleveland, where 
he went to buy the electric equipment for his 
line. Yesterday he and Dr. Baker spent in 
inspecting the line, and they did not return to 
the city until late in the afternoon. 

Mr. W. 8. Atchison, the special agent of the 
Short Electric Railway Company, of Cleve- 
land, O., was in the city yesterday and gave 
an interesting description of the plant and 
equipment which that company has contracted 
to furnish this line of road. 

“The Atlanta and Chattahoochee railway 
will have fifteen miles of track,’’ said 
he, “and _ all of it will be laid 
with fifty-six-pound steel raiis, bonded up 
with No. 4 galvanized iron wire, which is 
about a quarter of an inch in diameter. 

“By the engineer’s survey it will be seven 
and three-quarter miles to Bolton, and one and 
a half miles more to the river at the water- 
works. Then they have a loop of about seven 
miles inside the city limits, coming down on 
Alexander street, Jones avenue, Marietta, 
Luckie, Spring and Walton streets. 

“They make a junction with the Georgia 
Pacific railroad near the Exposition mills, and 
there is an arrangement made to carry freight 
over the line to the power house, The power 
house will be located three and a half miles 
this side of Bolton at a place called ‘the 
shoals,’ near the sand bottoms, where there 
is a granite quarry belonging to this company. 

‘“‘The power house will be built of granite 
taken from the quarry which is in that 
immediate neighborhood, and will be 60x100 
feet. The equiprnent will consist of two 150- 
horse power Reynolds-Corliss engines and 
fon: 150-horse steel return tubular boilers, 
with duplex pumps and feed water heaters. 
The electrical equipment wi!l consist of two 
150-horse power ‘Short’ dynamos,) with full 
siation apparatus. 

‘The car equipment will consist of twenty 
twenty-horse power Short gearless motors 
placed on ten cars. Four will be closed and 
six open cars of J. G. Brill’s best make. The 
closed cars will seat forty and the open cars 
will seat fifty people nicely. Over a hundred 
persons may be crowded on them. 

‘‘The Short gearless motor is a great advance 
in electrical machinery. First there was the 
double reduction motor, with two sets 
of gears, thenthe single reduction with 
one set. Now comes Professor 
Short’s gearless motor, which has not a cog 
whee) about it. This does away with 500 
pounds of dead weight and saves the friction 
of cog wheels, which by actual test madea 
difference of 24 per cent in the power re- 
quired. Thatis, the gearless motor does a 
given amount of work with 24 per cent less 
power than the single reduction type, which 
Carries one set of gearing. 

“Professor Short replaced the heavy cog 
whee's with a very simple device. Thé arma- 
ture turns upon a hollow steel shaft, the ends 
of which are supported by brackets fixed to 
the car truck. The axleof the car wheels 
passes through this hollow shaft and rests in a 
bearing just beyond the end of the shaft. By 
this arrangement the axle turns independ- 
ently of the armature. When the armature 
is turned by the electric current, it communi- 
cates the motion to the shaft upon which it 
rests, and the shaft is connected by a crank 
with the wheel, the crank pressing on a heavy 
spring which rests upon bosses on the side of 
the wheel. As the motion is not reduced, the 
armature turns with less speed than in the 


» geared motors, and there is no such thing as 


burning out an armature on our cars.” 

“When will the equipment of the line be 
com pieted ?”’ 

“The contracts specify that several cars shall 
be running by the 15th of February.” > 

Mr. Atchison, who represents the Short 
Electric Railway Company, is a nephew of 
Senator Atchison, of Missouri, who moved to 
Kansas and founded the city of Atchison, 
Which bears his name. 

The company he represents was founded by 
Professor Sidney H. Short, of Cleveland, who 


—®ccupied the chair of physics in the Ohio State 


university. Soon after he brought out his 
motor in 1888, he was joined by Cleveland 
Capitalists, with whose corporation he organ- 
ized the Short Electric Railway Company, 
of which he is president. In the past two 
years they have equipped or begun work on 
thirty-five electric railways, some of which are 
Very large. One at Rochester, N. Y., has 
fifty-two miles of track. 
A Riverside Resort. 

One feature of the enterprise is to make the 
Chattahoochee a place of resort. The idea is 
that boat houses will be built and boat clubs 
Will be organized, so that Atlanta may have 
the luxury of regatta on the Chattahoochee.

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BARRY RESPITED. 
Ths McDonough Rapist Given a Month’s 
Respite. 


THE SUPREME JUDGES INTERCEDE 


4nd Succeed in Getting a Respite—Miss 
Dunn, Barry’s Victim, Writes a 
Letter to the Governor, 


John Barry, the condemned negro, will not 
be hanged tomorrow. 

Governor Northen granted a respite of the 
sentence yesterday, and Barry’s neck is saved 


for a month at least. 
The story of Barry’s crime, his convic- 


tion and sentence to death, was pub- 
lished in  vyesterday’s paper. An _  ac- 
count was also given of the strenuous 
efforts being made by his attorneys, Messrs. 
Bryan and Dickin, to get a respite for him. 
They were armed with a petition, to which 
was attached a long string of names, and by 
which they hoped to influence the governor to 


respite the negro. . 
But help came from another and a very un- 


expected source. 
The August supreme court, which 


had affirmed the decision of the 
lower court sending him to the gallows, came 


to the rescue, 
They made a plea for the negro and saved 


his neck. 

The judges of the supreme court read in 
yesterday's CONSTITUTION of the effort to save 
Barry’s life, and they prepared the following 
communication and sent it to the executive 
departinent, and it was at once telegraphed to 
the governor, who was in Macon: : 

ATLANT®, Ga., December 16, 1891.—To His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor. Sir: We learn through 
the public prints that a petition has been, or will 
be presented to you, for commuting the sentence 
of John Barry, convicted of rape in Henry county. 
In the interest of truth we feel it our duty to 
state that while the verdict of the jury was war- 
ranted by the evidence as brought to this court, 
applying to it the strict rule of the law, as we 
were bound to do, yet we were impressed 
with an apprehension that there 
might have been sone mistake 
as to the identity of the person who committed 
the crime. We are still under ge ee oe 
and we make it known to you in order that the 
decision approving the judgment may not have 
undue influence upon your mind in disposing of 
the petition above referred to, 

We recommend that you respite the execution 
of the sentence unti. the matter can be investi- 
rated. With high respect, your obedient servants, 

L. E. BLECKLEY, Chief Justice. 

T. J. Simmons, Associate Justice. 

SAMUEL LUMPKIN, Associate Justice. 
He Is Kespited. 

Governor Northen stepped off the Central 
road train at Macon at half-past 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and a few minutes afterwards 
the communication froin the supreme judges 
was handed him. After considering the mat- 
ter he wired the following respite to Major 
Warren, who placed it on the order book in 


the executive department: 

To the Sheriff of Henry County: 

Wher€éas, Application nas been made to me for 
arespite of the execution of John Barry, con- 
demned to be hung in Henry county on December 

Sth instant, for the offense of rape; and, 

Whereas, The justicesof the supreme court of 
the state, before whom said case was brought. by 
ippeal from the judgment of the superior court tn 
said county, in a communication to this depart- 
ment, feeling it their duty in the interest of truth 
to express me apprehension that there might be 
some mistake as to the identity of the person who 
committed the crime and recommend that a re- 
spite of the execution of said sentence be granted 
until the matter can be investigated. You are,

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A HARDSHIP. 
Sam Richardson Seut to Jail in Default of 


Bail. 

Among the batch of indictments brought by 
the grand jury against’ persons charged with 
false swearing in connection with the late 
municipal election, is one against a white 
man named Sam Richardson, an honest, in- 
dustrious painter, who has a large family de- 
pendent upon him for a support. 

Richardson is now confined in Falton 
county jail with the horde of criminals in- 
carcerated in that dismal abode. He has 
been there several days, and is very much 
worried about his family. 

Yesterday afternoon a reporter of THE Con- 
STITUTION had a talk with the prisoner. 

“I have always been a law-abiding citizen,”’ 
said Richardson, ‘‘and I never was in any sort 
of.trouble before. I have always registered 
and voted and never was molested. But 
those cranks, Murphey and Small, who want 
to run the morals of the entire community, 
went and had ine arrested, and here I am in 
prison among negroes and all sorts of crimi- 
nals, murderers and others, and yet [ am not 
guilty of any crime. Every one of them is out 
on bailexcept me, and I am kept here like a 
criminal.”’ 

“What's the matter; can’t you get any 
bondsman ?”" . 

‘I suppose I could if my friends knew I was 
here, but none of them know it. Mr. Johnson 
was on my bond, but the amount was raised to 
$500, and they said-that bond wouldn’t do. I 
tel! you I think this is an outrage. My family 
is suffering. Iam the only support of my wife 
andchildren. But being shut up here loses 
me my job, and there’s nothing coming in to 
support my family. I don’t think you will say 
[am talking too strong when I say thisisa 
damnable outrage. [f I was guilty of any 
crime I would expect to be‘here, but I’m just 
as Ynnocent of any evil intention as either 
Small or Murphey.”
